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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 18 and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claim 18, the prior art does not teach the method combination as recited and, in 
particular the steps of monitoring the temperature of ambient air within the thermally insulated 
container; predicting the rate of temperature change of the substance in correlation with the 
temperature change of the ambient air within the thermally insulated container; and activating 
the temperature control system based in part on the predicted rate of temperature change of the 
substance. 

As per claim 19, the prior art does not teach the method combination as recited and, in 
particular the steps of monitoring the temperature outside the thermally insulated container; 
predicting the rate of temperature change of the substance in correlation with the temperature 
change of the ambient air outside the thermally insulated container; and activating the 
temperature control system based in part on the predicted rate of temperature change of the 
substance.
